He could not depict its exquisite varie- 
ties with pencil and brash, imt in hi' 
verse he speaks of it always -v\ith raic 
accuracy as well as charm 
"It w'as his wise and graceful cus- 


tom, too, to make it a part of the ilail\ 
enjoyment of his children, as it was a 
part of his own 
He taught them to 


notice clouds, mists and rainbows; and 
when discord or fretful ness threatened 
their play within doors, he would often. 
instead of reproving 
or puni&hing, 


quietly send the child most grieved or 
angry out to the garden gate, "to look 
at the sky," and bring him word 
whether it was fair or clonding over, 
and which way the wind blew. The 
child did not understand why he was 
sent, but never failed to return after a 
few moments' contemplation of the 
heavens with a calmer spirit, as well 
as with aji accurate report."

holds an infinity of changeful beauty 
for those whom city walls shut away 
from the spectacle of the wide firma- 
ment, unmarred by impertinent chim 
ney-pots and the towering intrusive- 
ness of ten and fifteen-storied build- 
ings.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, July 38.—Not until 2 


o'clock to-day did the senate take up 
the question of agreeinj? to a further 
conference on the tariff bill. During 
the two honrs which constitute what 
is known as the "morning hour'' sen- 
ators had bills taken from the calen- 
dar and considered by unanimous eon- 
sent, and about twenty of them were 
passed—none of much public interest. 


Then the house message asking for 


further conference was taken up, and 
Mr. ^\Mlas addressed the senate if a 
two-hours' speech, delivered off-hand 
and with much oratorical effect. His 
speech was highly eulogistic of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, whom he defended 
from the charges of duplicity and of 
improper interference with legislation 
made by Senator Gorman in his speech 
of Monday. 


He spoke of Mr. Cleveland as "the 


great first citizen of the republic," and 
as the representative of the national 
honor, and. he declared, with solem- 
nity and vehemence, that to assail 
tirover Cleveland was to strike at the 
republic: that to insult him was to 
affront every good citizen: and that to 
stab him was to sting the heart of 
every true American. 


In conclusion he withdrew his mo- 


tion of Friday to strike out the addi- 
tional discriminating duty of one- 
ighth of a cent a pound on sugar, and 
lavored Mr. Gray's motion to insist 
and to consent to further conference. 
lc did this, he said, because he was a 
strict party man and desired to be in 
accord with his democratic brethren, 
and he expressed the hope thaj out of 
the conference would come a measure 
far better than that wflieh had al- 
ready passed the senate. 


Mr Vila;, was followed by Mr. Stew 


art who criticised the president's let- 
ter as an invasion of the legislative 
wvver, such as had cost Charles the 
First his head. 


At the close of the debate the vote 


was taken on Mr. Hill's motion to re- 
cede from the duty of forty cents a toe 
on iron ore and on coal. There were 
only 0 votes (including his own) cast

Bond of $100 in 30 days to - 
approved by clerk. 


This is one of the most important 


cases that has been in our court for some 
years, as there are many interests in- 
volved in the litigation. The legal con- 
struction of the John Rucker will, exe- 
cuted in the fall of 1871, drawn by John 
R. Eden, of Sullivan, was the main point 
under consideration.

Half of the estate was deeded to 
the late James C. Rucker and his 
heirs. One quarter was deeded to Mrs, 
E.R. Eldridge, a granddaughter, and the 
remaining quarter of the estate to the 
great-grandson, Edwin A. Ewing. 


In clause four of this will, after enu- 


merating the bequests to his great-grand- 
son, Edwin Albert Ewing, the testator 
says, "to his heirs and. assigns forever." 
Tho closing of the fourth clause of the 
will after relating that the wife of the 
testatoi shall have a life interest to cer 
tain property, suys that upon her death 
"the, title tneretois to rest in said Edwin 
A. Ewing, his heirs and assigns forever." 
The propei ty specially devised to the 
widow upon her death was to go one- 
half to Jamus C. Rucker, his son, and 
one-qmirter each to Arniinda J. El- 
dridge and Edwin A. Ewing, 


Clause si:; of the will pays: "In case 


of the death of Edwin A. Ewing without 
heirs of his body, all the property be- 
queathed 01 devised to him in this will 
is to go and vest in, upon his death with- 
out issue, to James C. Rucker and Ar- 
minda J. Eldridge, said J. C. Rucker and 
his heirs to take two-thirds and said 
Armindd J. Eldridge and her heirs to 
take one-third thereof, and all of said 
piopcity, both real and personal, is 
given to him upon the express condition 
and upon the further condition that the 
executor of the will shall have the con- 
trol of all the property both real and 
personal, given to said Edwin Albert 
Ewing until he shall arrive at the age of 
25 years, when the title shall vest in him 
absolutely, and until the age of 25 years 
he shall enjoy the interest and all the 
rents and piofits of said property.'' 


All along it appears that Ed. Ewing 


ha«J thought that he would come into 
full poesession of the property when he 
reached the age of 23 years. 
His 


mother had an absolute title in part of 
a large farm, and all of the property waa 
left in trust with James Millikin and 
William A. Barnes. Up to date it is 
stated that Ewing has received some- 
thing like 8.10,000 from the trustees, and 
h in debt about 810,000, the indebted 
ness being mortgagee, notes and judge- 
ments rendered against him. 


Having arrived at the age of :T> years, 


Mi. Ewing came to fleedtur from Chi 
cago, and took preliminary steps to sell 
a lot. The abstract was made out, but 
when it was taken to Attorney Outten 
that gentleman doubted Ewing's right 
under the will to sell any part of the 
property, and the sale was not effected.
